2, Convince them that Southern 
Pacific is the best railroad to use. 
Some of the arguments for traveling 
by rail may be summed up as follows: 
Economy: In recent years railroad 
passenger fares have been greatly re- 
duced. Virst class roundtrips between 
any two points on Pacific Lines are 
sold on a basis of approximately two 
cents a mile. There are remarkably 
low coach and tourist fares between 
important centers. Throughout the 
West the Pullman surcharge has been 
removed, which means that Pullman 
accommodations cost a third less. 


Bargains in Rail Travel

DEATH: H. B. Johnson former 
Controller, Dies in New York 


Hubert Bolton Johnson, 65, former 
controller of Southern Pacific Company 
and for the past several years account- 
ing advisor for the Law Department in 
New York, died at his home in Hollis, 
Long Island, on March 11, after an ex- 
tended illness. His death terminated 
many years of faithful and capable 
railroad service. 

Born at Troy, Kansas, he began his 
railroad work in 1892 at Kansas City, 
Mo., with the Kansas City, 1. Scott & 
Memphis Railroad (now St. L.-S. F.). 
He advanced through positions in the 
accounting departments of various 
other midwestern railroads, and from 
1900 to 1905 was auditor of disburse- 
ments and auditor for the Kansas City 
Southern during the time E. H. Harri- 
man directed the management of those 
properties. In 1905, he transferred to 
the Union Pacific-Southern Pacific 
controller’s office at New York. In 
1907 he became assistant controller of 
S. P., advancing to controller in 1926.

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NEW TRAIN: New, Fast Sunset Gives Its 


Present Schedule to Argonaut; Apache Faster 


Carrying on its widespread expan- 
sion and betterment program, started 
early in 1935, the Southern Pacific 
Company will greatly improve passen- 
ger service over its Sunset and Golden 
State Routes, beginning May 3. The 
improvements provide for: 

1. Re-establishment of the famous 
Sunset Limited to its former sta- 
tus as a fast, through train be- 
tween San Francisco and New 
Orleans; 

2. Return of the former Argonaut to 
take over the present schedule 
of the Sunset between Los An- 
geles and New Orleans; 

3. Reduction of the Apache's time 
by approximately five hours on 
its run between Los Angeles and 
Chicago over the Golden State 
Route. 

Many Improvements 


In announcing these latest improve- 
ments in passenger service, which fol- 
low closely the recent establishment. of 
the Daylight on an 11-hour schedule 
between San Francisco and Los An- 
geles; the inauguration of new trains on 
both the Coast and San Joaquin Valley 
lines; and revised schedules on the 
Shasta and Overland Routes; Vicc- 
President F. S. McGinnis stated the 
Company was making every prepara- 
tion to provide ample, convenient train 
service with modern, air-conditioned 
equipment to take care of the increase 
in travel that gives every indication of 
continuing as the summer vacation sea- 
son opens. 

Both the Argonaut and Apache will 
be fully air-conditioned and given the 
latest type equipment for accommoda- 
tion of standard Pullman, tourist and 
coach travel. 

The Sunset Limited—among the first 
of Southern Pacific’s fine trains to be 
air-conditioned throughout—will be 
equipped with new lounge cars of im- 
proved design, just completed in the 
Company’s Sacramento shops. 

Longest Route in U.S. 

With the new Sunset and Argonaut 
in service, both morning and evening 
arrivals and departures will be pro- 
vided over the Sunset Route, which 
stretches a distance of 2550 miles be- 
tween San Francisco and New Orleans, 
the longest line operated by one rail- 
road in the United States. 

Plans call for the Argonaut to take 
over the present schedule of the Sun- 
set Limited on the Los Angeles-New 
Orleans run, to serve intermediate 
points, permitting the Sunsct to speed 
up its running time in through service. 

Through operation of the Sunset be- 
tween San Francisco and New Orleans 
was discontinued in April, 1932, at 
which time the Argonaut was removed 


from service in connection with pas- 
senger train eliminations forced by the 
business depression. Since then the 
Sunset has been operated as a separate 
train between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, without direct. connections 
with the Sunset Limited on the Los 
Angeles-New Orleans run. 

Coincident with the Sunset Route 
improvements, the Golden State Route’s 
Apache will be completely modernized 
and placed on its faster schedule. These 
new features will make the Apache a 
fine running mate of the renowned 
Golden State Limited. 

Average employment on Southern 
Pacific’s Pacific Lines, already up 10 
per cent over the same period last year 
—as reported in the March issue of The 
Bulletin—wil be given another sub- 
stantial boost by the new passenger 
service additions and improvements.

OLD & NEW: Ancient in Its Civilization, But New 


to Tourists, Mexico Holds Many Thrills for Vacationists

The person who is looking for some- 
thing new in the way of a vacation, 
something different from the usual trip 
to the mountains or the seashore, will 
find the answer in a visit to Mexico. 

Here is a country that is as different 
from our own, as day is from night. A 
land as filled with mystery ag Egypt, 
as romantic as old Spain, as new as to- 
morrow and as old, older than the 
reckoning of time. It is a land of con- 
trasts, full of quaint customs and de- 
lightful surprises. 

Mexico isn’t bard to reach. Being a 
foreign country, many people think of it 
as remote and difficult of access. How- 
ever, with our Company operating a 
through sleeper from Los Angeles to 
Mexico City and another from Tucson 
to Guaymas, cach three times a weok, 
the customary two-week vacation 
period wilt permit one to make a com- 
prehensive tour of Mexico from many 
Southern Pacific points, with ample 
time in which to visit the many attrac- 
tions in that country. 


Natural Charm Unspoiled 


Tho West Coast of Mexico, through 
which Southern Pacific operates, has 
been so recently opened for rail travel 
that the natives have not as yet become 
tourist conseious. The visiter is ac- 
cepted as a welcome guest, to be re- 
ceived courteously and then left to his 
own dovices, and not as an object for 
exploitation, The West Coast country 
still retains its sequestered and un- 
spoiled charm, - 

Of course, everybody visiting Mexico 
wants to see Mexico City. But that 
should not be the principal objective of 
the visit. While the capital is a most 


interesting place and well worth an ex- 
tended visit, it is in the smaller towns 
that the real life of any land is lived and 
in which the national characteristics 
are the more clearly evident. The real 
Mexieo—the country of unhurried days 
and languorous nights, of quaint eus- 
toms and interesting sights—is found 
in the smaller cities and pastoral vil- 
lages on the west coast. 

One should sce Hermosillo, whose 
name means “little beauty,” which is 
the center of a semi-tropical fruit- 
growing district. Guaymas on beau- 
tiful Guaymas Bay, with its fine palms,

flowers and Spanish-Moorish houses, 
should be visited, and one should go 
fishing in the bay or sailing on its placid 
waters. Southern Pacific, early last 
month, opened at Guaymas a modern 
resort hotel, the Playa de Cortes, where 
the visitor is assured the last word in 
accommodations and service, in a set- 
ting that is restful, relaxing and utterly 
beautiful. The hotel stands but a 
stono’s throw from the waters of the 
bay. 

Mazatlan, a seaport city, is one of the 
most charming spots in all Mexico, 
with an atmosphere that is beguiling 
and distinctive. lis twisty, crooked 
strects, its magnificent shore drive, its 
churches, plazas and foreign-looking 
houses make it a place of never-ending 
delight. 


Medieval and Picturesque 


Tepic, most medieval, primitive and 
picturesque of the West Coast cities, 
will appeal to the tourist tremendously. 
Sceing it for the first time, one has the 
feeling of being transported to some 
feudal setting in old Spain. Many of its 
streets and balconied houses, as well 
as many of the customs of the people, 
are those of a century ago. 

Guadalajara, the second most im- 
portant city of Mexico, is a center of 
culture, beauty and industry. The 
famous Mexican bubble glassware is 
made in Guadalajara, and a visit to the 
factory is most interesting. There are 
fifty-two churches in Guadalajara, all 
equipped with bells, so there is hardly 
an hour during the day. that one does 
not hear from some part of the city a 
soft and mellow ‘tintinnabulation, 

Mexico City, a sophisticated and cos- 
mopolitan city, stands on the exact site 
of an ancient Aztce city, and has suffi- 
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cient attractions to require the atten- 
tion of the visitor for days. From the 
city are reached, by short trips, Xochi- 
mileo, the floating gardens of Mexico, 
where grow flowers in unbelievable 
abundance in a setting of indescribable 
charm; and Teotihuacan, where stand 
the pyramids of the Moon and Sun, 
whose age is unknown and whose his- 
tory antedates the written word. 


Tropical Paradise 

Uruzpan is a tropical paradise where 
orchids grow wild. It is a town of rare 
charm and beauty, known as the “Para- 
disc of Michoacan.’”” Writers have said 
of it: “visit Uruapan and know peace.” 

There is Taxco, a city built around a 
silver mine, which still operates and 
has poured out millions. Built on the 
hillsides, so quaint is the architecture 
and so picturesque its winding, twisty 
streets, it has been made @ sort of na- 
tional park by the government, and no 
new buildings may be ereeted without 
express permission. Here the silver- 
smiths do beautiful work. 

The list of points of interest is logion: 
Guanajuato, Patzcuaro, Cuernavaca, 
Morolia, to mention but.a few, All well 
worth a visit and all very charming. 

Life moves slowly and placidly in 
Mexico. The country has not yet be 
come keyed to the restless, nervous pace 
that so many Americans know too well. 
One cannot expect to rush around the 
country, guide book in hand, jumping 
from point to point on a fixed schedule. 
Mexico’s terms are ‘Take your time, 
There is always manana.” It is sur- 
prising in such surroundings how 
quickly jangled nerves relax, and a feel- 
ing of contentment and peace replaces 
the mad urge to be doing something all 
the time. 

Contrary to the impression gained at 
border towns, Mexico has little night 
life. Night clubs, dance halls, noisy 
restaurants and the like are unknown in

Here, from the hinterland come farmers, 
artisans, hunters and fishermen to 
spread their wares in the open market 
place, to visit, gossip and exchange 
news. These market days are fascinat- 
ing to the tourist, for here it is he gets 
in touch with the spirit of the country. 

The easiest. and best way to get ac- 
quainted with the real Mexico is to

Tables 
are set up for food, other merchandise 
is displayed on the ground, and when 
the train pulls in a small fiesta ensues. 


Everywhere Is Music 

Music plays o big part in Mexico. 
Your peon may be hungry, he may sadly 
Jack clothing, but he always has a 
guitar,—and it goes with him every- 
where. Mariachis, or strolling players 
appear with the setting sun in every 
village. They usually play in groups, 
very well, the sweet and plaintive folk 
tunes. They stroll around the town 
serenading their friends, the tourists, 
anybody at all, just to be playing. It is 
a delightful experience to drop off to 
slecp in the hotel, wafted inte dreams 
by the soft, dulcet strains of music be- 
neath one’s window. 

Mexico is the place to go for a

Jesus Gurcia, once a locomotive en- 
gincer on the Nacozari Railway, re- 
maing an immortal hero among rail- 
s on this property of the Southern 
in Mexico, ag weil as among 
his countrymen in Nacozari. 

‘The story is an old one in the South- 
west, having happened November 7, 
1907, but is worthy of repeating to 
othor employes on Pacific Lines, in the 
opinion of Frank MeL. Barger, chief 
clerk to superintendent at El Paso. 

While resting near his locomotive in 
the ruilroad yard at Nacozari, awaiting 
instructions to haul a string of cars over 
the narrow gauge road to the mines at 
Pilares, Garcia saw a thin column of 
smoke coming from one of two cars 
he knew to be loaded with dynamite. 

Others nearby who knew the con- 
tents of the cars, also saw the smoke 
and frantically screamed the alarm. If 
the fire reached the explosives it meant 
a terrific destruction. There was enough 
dynamite to probably level the whole 
tawn and kill most of its five thousand 
people. Stunned with terror and tea 
numb with fright to even attempt es- 
expe, Scores of persons stood waiting 
the intal blast. 

Gareiz alone remained calm. Order- 
ing his other railroad compatriots to 
run for their lives, he backed his engine 
across the train yard, coupled outa the 
two cars of dynamite, threw open the 
throttle and rode madly out of town 
with his load of death. Garcia knew 
he was doomed. He had gone about a 
mile when the explosion occurred. 

The force of the concussion broke 
every window in the town. A dozen 
persons were kilied, and Garcia’s sister 
was blinded. 

A statue was erected in Nacozari to 
Garcia’s memory, and the official name 
of the town changed to Nacozari de 
Garcia. Also honoring him, the Naco- 
zari Railway has named its motor 
coach, shown above, “Jesus Garcia.” 

This 76-mile standard gauge railroad 
operates between Agua Priete and 
Nacozuri, connecting with the Southern 


Pacific at Douglas, Arizona. Jesus 
Garcia's memorable act occurred on 
the nurrow gauge line used in hauling 
ore from the mines at Pilares to the 
copper concentrator at Nacozari.

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PLIGHT: Raitroads Need Only Public Policy That 
Allows Them Equal Opportunities, States John J. Pelley 


jows on what tho railways ought to 
do, what they have done, and what they 
are doing for themselves. His discussion 
of “The *Plight’ of the Railroads” is re- 
produced here in part: 

Prescriptions for the “plight” of the 
railroads are as numerous and various 
as the ideas of the causes of railroad 
difficulties. Many of the remedies 
recommended assume that revolu- 
tionary changes in organization or 
methods must be made by the railroads 
themselves, or that they must come 
under elaborate mechanisms of super- 
control. Some are based on the idea 
that railroads are through and are 
doomed to disappear, or to linger on in 
doddering decay, drawing bounty from 
the taxpayers. 

To most of which, as a practicing 
railroader, I dissent. 

Railroads have attained perfection 
neither in plant nor in methods. Their 
hindsight is better, sometimes, than 
their foresight—but in neither of these 
respects are they unique among human 
institutions. They are somewhat pe- 
euliar among industries, however, in 
the effectiveness of the public processes 
which afford on opportunity for any 
one to advertise what he may consider 
their shortcomings and mistakes. In 
consequence, they are peculiarly ex- 
posed to the attentions of the second- 
guessers who can tell them what they 
ought to have done. 


What Railroads Ought to Do 


Now let’s see what. railroads: ought 
to do, what they have done, and what 
they are doing for themselves, To 
sum up their whole obligation, they 
ought to provide transportation—safe, 


cheap, sure, swift, adequate, complete 
—combining all of those elements to 
the highest degree possible under the 
circumstances of each transaction. 

Safe? Railroad safety is taken for 
granted. Riding the incomprehensible 
total of 18,400,000,000 passenger-miles 
on railroads, not a passenger was killed 
in a train accident in 1935. 

Cheap? Not the cheapest for every 
commodity over every distance but 
incomparably the cheapest for the av- 
erage of all commodities over all dis- 
tances, railroad transportation has been 
getting cheaper for 15 years. 

Sure? Railroads arc 365-days-a-ycar 
transportation, available in all seasons 
and all weathers to all alike, on the well 
understood terms of common carriage. 


General Speeding Up 

Swift? Not so swift as some in indi- 
vidual transactions, the railroad is su- 
preme in that scheduled mass move~ 
ment on which modern business and 
living are built. Moreover, the whole 
tempo of rail operation is being speeded 
up. Recent changes in passenger trans- 
portation have attracted wide public 
attention and response. The same sort. 
of speeding up has gone on in freight 
service. In the past 15 years, although 
the use of longer and heavier trains has 
increased, the average speed of freight 
trains has gone up by 48 per cent, in 
itself no small gain in efficiency. 

Adequate? Long before other agen- 
cies of transportation grew to large 
stature, and before depression had cut 
the demand for transportation of all 
sorts, railroads and shippers had co- 
operated to end transportation shortage. 

Complete? Railroads, which do the 
major hauling of the country on their 


own tracks, are extending their service 
beyond the rails. Pick-up and delivery, 
already widespread, is being extended 
further in every section, Interesting 
experiments in the use of the Railway 
Express Agency in handling merchan- 
dise freight are under way in important 
territories. Railroads, in fact, have 
become major motor operators where 
such services arc helpful in making rail 
service more complete and satisfactory. 


What About Government Control? 


I have run through these facts to 
come to a starting point for discussion 
of the various remedies or recommen- 
dations as to what “the railroads ought 
todo.” 

First, there is the recommendation 
that railroads be taken over by the 
government. This is not put forward, 
usually, as a benefit in and of itself. It 
is offered, rather regretfully, by those 
who say, in effect, that, since we must 
have railroads and since railroads can- 
not meet competition, we must let the 
taxpayers support them through the 
government, 

For such a curious “remedy” there 
is a degree of historical precedent. More 
than half a century ago it became ap- 
parent that improved inland waterway 
channels would no longer be used if the 
users must, continue to pay tolls. The 
decision, curiously, was not to stop 
spending money on channels for the use 
of which people were not willing to pay, 
but merely to take off the tolls and so 
to continue inland waterway transpor- 
tation at the expense of the taxpayers. 

If, indeed, railroads cannot succeed 
because genuinely better ways of trans- 
portation have been developed, then 
to keep them alive by transferring losses

gives his art a near-professional touch;. but, aside from his

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to the taxpayers would be only a degree 
less absurd than the policy adopted as 
to inland waterway channels. 

But since railroads are not only 
necessary but are equal to meeting 
competition on equal terms, the sensible 
thing seems to be not to subsidize the 
railroads but to remove the subsidies 
from other forms of transport, to put 
them all on an equal footing as to regu- 
lation and taxation, and so to let each 
do the work for which it is best fitted 
by its own inherent abilities and dis- 
abilities. 


Hastened Settlement of the West 


Our present policy of subsidy to other 
forms of transport is justified by some, 
or at least. excused, on the ground that 
it is no more than was done fer rail- 
roads in their carly days. This rather 
widely held notion is largely based on a 
misconception of the land grants. The 
lands granted in aid of the construction 
of about one-tenth of the railroad mile- 
age of the nation were in no sense gifts. 
They were trades, and excellent trades 
they have proved to be for the govern- 
ment. 

Granting lands then worth about 
$125,000,000, the government added an 
almost incalculable valuc to the lands 
it retained, and hastened the settlement 
of the West by o generation. As a 
part of the trade, it obtained and still 
gets reduced rates on its mails, troops, 
and supplies. It created « taxpaying 
transportation agency which contrib- 
utes largely to the support of schools, 
roads, and government generally; and, 
above all, it helped to create the genu- 
incly economical transportation which 
this continental nation must have. 

Aid to early railroads by states and 
local governmental subdivisions usu- 
ally took the form of extensions of 
eredit, of loans secured by a retained 
lien, or of purchase of stock. In other 
words, the aid was investments, not 
gifts. Today’s aid to railroads by the 
federal government, it might be added, 
is not 8 gift. It is in the form of loans 
secured by acceptable lien collateral. 


Loans Repaid With Interest 


The total amount of those loans, in- 
cidentally, is less than three per cent 
of railroad capital or valuation, and 
is only about half the total of govern- 
mental loans to railroads at the end of 
the war period. And more than 95 per 
cent of those earlier loans have been 
repaid, with a handsome profit in in- 
terest besides. 

Tn contrast to this policy.is the aid 
so liberally extended to other forms 
of transport today, without expectation 
or intention of repayment, and without 
the merit of creating truly economical 
transportation where none . existed 
before. 

Like that by water, transport by air 
is not even expected to meet its own 
costs. Cities build most of our air 
ports; the federal government pro-

Santa Barbara Is Second Widest in the World

Jeet and is suid to be the second widest tree on earth. 


Santa Barbara's famous rebber tree, 
located in the Southern Pacific passen- 
ger station park, and said to have the 
second largest spread of any tree on 
earth, is to be preserved and the plot 
will become one of the show places of 
the city, according te action recently 
taken by the Santa Barbara Roadside 
Council. 

The tree was planted in 1877 by Miss 
Adeline Crabb. She Inter became Mrs. 
Adolph J. Abraham and mother of 
Byron A. Abraham, city ticket agent 
for the Company in Santa Barbara, who 
was born under the shade of the grand 
old tree. The property was acquired 


by Southern Pacific somo years ago. 

Recent measurements give its hori- 
zontal spread an engineering measure- 
ment of 124 feet. Known botanically 
as the ficus macrophyalla, a member of 
the mulberry family and native of 
Australia, its amazing growth has been 
a source of wonderment. Its spread is 
exceeded by only one other known tree, 
the Sir Joseph Hooker oak in Chico, 
Cal. The fact that it is healthy and 
has grown three feet in the last two 
years, gives rise to the belief that it will 
eventually outgrow the oak at Chico, 
which is about 400 years old and has 
apparently reacheditsmaximumgrowth. 


vides the 20,000 miles of airways, 
equipped with lighted intermediate 
landing fields, beacon lights, radio 
direction beams, special weather re- 
porting services with continuous radio 
broadcasting, and 11,600 miles of auto- 
matic telegraph-typewriter serviee— 
and then, having done all that, pays 
to the air lines flying the mail nearly 
twice as much as it receives in air 
mail postage, and itself assumes all 
the cost of handling the letters at beth 
ends. The air passenger enjoys the 
bounty of the unwitting taxpayer. 

There is an cffort to collect from 
the vehicles which use them some part 
of the cost of providing the highways. 
But these taxes, for the most part, are 
not true taxes. They are for the most 
part contributions from a specific class 
of property or business specially car- 
marked to be used only for the special 
benefit of the payer. 

All these forms of transport are 
relieved of the burden of finding the 
capital to construct the ways they use. 
Out of cach dollar of gross railroad 
revenue, on the other hand, nearly 27 
cents goes to meet the capital and 
maintenance expenses of providing 


their ways; und on that way and their 
other property, railroads pay more 
than seven cents out of each dollar in 
true taxes. 


Railroads Not Wailing 


I mention these inequalities not in 
the spirit of complaint but because they 
are an essential element of the situa- 
tion, a part of the conditions under 
which railroads have to live, a part of 
the background against which they 
have to consider the various recom- 
mendations for their improvement. 

Railroads are not merely standing 
at the wailing wall and crying for 
help from the outside. They have 
seen their business drop by about half 
during the depression and have been 
able to bring down their operating 
expenses in nearly the same propor- 
tion, with an actual improvement in 
their standards of safety and service. 

Railroads don’t need coddling and 
don’t want it. No sovercign remedy 
is needed to save them, They will save 
themselves under a public poliey which 
allows them equal opportunity to sharc 
in the general development and re- 
covery of business.

Prevention; Cite Heavy Toll in Auto Traffic

There has been but one fatal accident 
to ai employe on Pacific Lines (report- 
able to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
jssion) since December 7, 1935, a fact 
gives evidence of the substantial 

progress being made in employe acci- 
dent prevention work. This is a fine 
start for the year and is very cucour 
aging when compared with a total of 
26 for the year 1985. Continue to 
“Watch your Step” and “Be Sure of a 
Firm Grip and a Safe Foothold.” 
Above all, keep clear of cars and en- 
gines, always remembering that being 
struck or ran over by them results in 
greater loss of life among employes 
than any other single cause. 

Super Armor Plate Safety Goggles 
are in great. demand especially by train- 
men and enginemen and those whose 
duties require use of motor cars. The 
use of these Safety Goggles will greatly 
reduce the frequeney of eye injuries 
resulting from dust, cinders, gnats, ete., 
besides providing protection against 

evere blows and at the same time elim- 
inating eye strain from glare. This is 
the best piece of accident prevention 
news we have had for you for a long time. 

Those Toes: Extensive use of steel 
expped Safety Shoes is beginning to 
show results.

Lantern Slides displayed at meetings 
now include a number from actual 
photographs taken at roundhouses and 
car repaiv tracks to depict “Right” and 
“Wrong” practices. Similar slides will 
be made pertaining to freight house and 
maintenance of way work, 

Minor Injuries are becoming much 
less frequent. This is a first-class indi- 
cation that the rank and file of em- 
ployes are becoming more eareful and 
that foremen and supervisors are recog- 
nizing Unsafe Practices and Unsafe 
Conditions and correcting them, with 


result many men are being saved from 
personal injury. Every accident is 
likely to prove serious, therefore great 
care is necessary to avoid even minor 
ones. 

Automobile Accidents: Ali employes 
and their families are vitally interested 
in reducing this type ef accident so 
that the hazard of loss of life or limb 
going to and from work, or while on 
pleasure trips, will be lessened. We 
who have been practicing “Safety 
First” principles for many years can be 
very helpful by setting » good example 
for others while driving on streets or 
highways. You will be interested in 
knowing that only one automobile aeci- 
dent out of every 165 during 1935 in-
